one of Ar and Ar 1 has at least one COOH as a substituent; J and J 1 are each 
independently of the formula 
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wherein each R 5 is H; R 1 and R 4 are each independently H, alkyl or substituted alkyl; n

wherein Z is NR R ; R and R are independently H or substituted alkyl provided (i) if 
the above dye formula has no -S0 3 H groups then it has at least two -COOH groups
